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CHINA AT THE 
PRESENT CRISIS. 


It is easy to overlook the rigni- 
ficance of China’s present attitude 
ta the encoachments of Japan. She 
has with unexpected firmness and 
success ealled up from the deeps 
of her national life her historic 
attitude towards war and aggres- 
sion, The violent nationalism of 


“The Three Principles” has, in the: 


fuce of a real’ emergency, fallen 
from her. With an amount of 
moral nuthority which it might 
have been feared her divided rulera 
had lost, she had been able to con- 
trol the people of her far-flung 
provinces, so thnt the tendency to 
mob action against Japanese na- 
tionals has been suppressed,- and 
the war-fever which the Govern- 
ment could so easily have encourag- 
ed has been at Ieast for the time 
pssuaged, We acknowledge this 
successful determination to  pre- 
sent a pacific attitude to the world, 
while giving -full value to the 
activitics ‘of those who prosecute 
the boycott, and to the attempt of 
some bodies, mainly composed of 
young stidents or irresponsible 
politicians of the Kuomintnng, to 
rush the Government into a de- 
elaration of ‘wars Even the not 
unjustifiably vigorous specch’ of 
the chief exccutive sinks into In- 
significance before the reaurgence 
of the basic ideas of Chinese cul- 
ture in the recognition that. the 
appenl to force, whether {t lead to 
success in war or not, is of no 
ultimate moral value. 

It is perfectly true that it is in 
China’s interest at present to play 
the pacific part. That docs not 
really detract from the solid 
achievement. Without the strong 
moral convictions of the Confucian 
culture behind her, she would have 
been unable either to control her 
own leaders, or to convey the very 
real impression of sincerity which 
through her diplomatists she has 
conveyed to the world in the meot~ 
ings of the League. Her attitude 
affirms that the appeal in such a 
dispute as has arisen is to reason 
and to international taw. The re- 
luctance of Japan to face the music 
in the. League has thrown into 
higher relief. the Chincse convle- 
tion that her case would bear. in- 
vestigation, that she had nothing 
to hide and that Japan. waa the 
guilty party.” Her refusal to 
negotiate directly with an opponent 
who had disregarded the normal 
conventions: of civilised. sociaty. 
and who has been engaged in‘hoa- 


tile acts against her. natlonals, 
was the only possible course. Yau 
cannot entor into elaborate negotid- 
tlons with an armed burglar. The 
appedl io reason falls flat: The 
moral advantage of ‘the poascasion 
of the plstol.is too much for hia 
calm consideration of the points 
which may be put to him by tha 
unhappy householder, riot oven 
clad againat the cold of midnight. 
Tho only thing to do Js to let the 
burglar ‘hove his way, and call up 
the police at the first possiblo 
moment.’ 

The wenkness of China's appeal 
to reason and to a peaceful deter- 
mination of the questions at issuc 
if, of course, her chronic use of the 
boycott weapon. The use with this 
of Intimidation and force doca 
much to detract from the effect of 
her attitude of pence, The boycott 
if accompanied with the most un- 
menaured denunciation of those 
against whom it is directed; it ja 
enforced forcibly at the expense 
of China’a own people; ft is carried 
out by corrupt committees who 
feather their own nests by con- 


‘ 


fiaentions and fines; and is dlreet- 
ed not against the nation of Japan 
as a Whole in the first instance, but 
only against such nationals of 
Japan as have the misfertune to 
have considered China n desirable 
place of residence and trade, In 
the present case, the boycott was 
revived on behalf of the Chinese 
who were killed in the Korenn riots, 
a singularly unjust use of — the 
weapon, for there is no clear in- 
diention thnt Japanese had any- 
thing to do with the ricts. In any 
cane, the boycott measure must be 
recognised as coming very nenr to 
the declaration of a breaking of 
international relationships with the 
country concerned—a step which 
ix near to war. 

To make her attitude really ef- 
fective it would be necessary for 
China to revise her use of the boy- 
cott weapon. No-one can presum- 
ably comnel ao Chinese to buy 
Japanese goods: he fs always free 
to avoid them. But the arbitrary 
measures by boycott committees, 
and supported by the police in such 
& way ag to erect the committees 
to a position above the Inw, must 
be. atandoned if Chinn fs to avoid 
serious and recurring international 
complications in the future.

Those two countries have taken 
Britain's ‘old place as the world's 
great creditor nation, to whom 
the rest owe money. But they 
have adopted a different financial 
policy from ours. 

Britain used to take payment of 
her debts In the form of goods, 
or alternatively she lent the money 
to other rations for long terms. 

Amertca.and France both have 
high tariff systems which make 
paynient fn goods impossible. Ins- 
tend of Icaving their money on 
Joan abroad, they prefer to ro- 
celve it.and hold it at-home. 

This keeps the world's gold flow- 
ing to them as water flows to a 
suction-pump. 

We were wrong to force the 
pound up to gold-level six years 
ago. -It benefited the bankers by 
restoring the prestige of our cur- 
rency, and all the international 
money-lending and money-dealing 
that go with It. It put an un- 
bearable handicap on British In- 
dustrics, because it fixed wages 
in.terms of gold at a level which 
prevented our export trades from 
competing with ‘foreign rivals.

At the end 
of 1938] we shull have a heavy 
balance against us of imports for 
which we have not pafd out of re- 
venun, . 

Nations are like ‘individuals. 
Thore that have always been rich 
find it hard to economise whon the - 
need ariaca, We did not econo- 
mise.

FOR KOWLOON. 


ALHAMBRA WILL SCREEN 
FIRST RUN FILMS. 


The Colony is to have yet an- 
other cinema theatre, this time a 
first run house at Kowloon, to be 
named the Alhambra and forming 
part of the chain of shows 
controlled by Hongkong Amuse- 
ments Limited. Construction is 
already well {n hand and it Is ex- 
pected that the beginning of next 
year should see its completion, 

The site of the new theatre is in 
Nathon Road, opposite the Po Hing 
Theatre, bounded by Kansu Lano 
on the south, Suchow Lane at the 
rear, and Market Street on the 


north. 

Architect is Mr. T. C. Wong, and 
he has adapted his plans to the 
irregular shape of the building 
allotment by designing a theatre 
that will have in many respects o 
novel lay-out to the Colony. Its 
main feature is that the audi- 
torium.is fan-shaped, with the pro- 
acenium at the corner of Nathan 
Road and Kansu ‘Lane while the 
sido walls extend at an angle of 
ahout,69 or 70 degrees. making a 
circle span of about 120 fect.

MANCHURIAN EVENTS. 


INCREASE IN JAPANESE 
GARRISON LIKELY. 


Tokyo, Oct. 26. 

Stressing that Japan has no ‘in- 
tention to exceed ‘the ‘total alowed 
by treaty, official circles here in- 
timate that it 14 probable it will 
be necessary, to increase the pre- 
sent garrison in Manchurin for the

AMERICAN ‘CULTURE 
DEBATED. 


INDICTMENT DISCUSSED AT 


THE Y.M.C.A. 


At the Y.MLC.A. Inst night, the 
debnte between the representatives 
of the Oregon University and tho 
Young Men’s Christian Association, 
on the motion “That the foreign 
indictment of American culture !s 


Junjustified," ended In a victory for 
the Oregon men by 47 votes to 23. 


To debate the subject were Mr. 
R. A. Pfaff and Mr,. D, G. Wilson 
of the Oregun University, and Mr. 
G. E, Moore and Mr. T. J Price 
of the Y.M.C.A, Others contribut- 


‘Ted to the genornl discussion. 


Mr Pfaff, said that America did 
not claim to be Utopia. She found- 
ed her present civilisation on what 
was often’ called the “Machine 
Age,” but which he preferred to 
think of as the “Power Age.” 


+] They had to understand. that, and 


the environment of the nation, to 
understand its culture. The main 
trouble with. the critics was that 
they would persist In judging her 
from the ethIes of a past genera- 
tion. One of the chief criticisms 
levelled at America was that she 
was speed mad, yet that “speed 
madness” could hardly be confined 
to America. It seemed that the 
whole world now lived its life on 
eight cylinders. 

He went on to filustrate hoiv, 
through modern machinery, of 
which America was accused of be- 
ing made, they were saving human 
life and energy. As Henry Ford 
once sald they were now using 
motora inatend of muscles. 

Not Self-Centred. 

Then American was accused of 
being materialistic and money-mad. 
While there waa a certain amount 
of truth in that, they had also 
that aptrit engendered in America 
by which, -instend of saying 
“What owas your father and 
what did he do?" they said 
“What can you do?"; and then, 
if, in common parlance, nh man 
could “put across the goods”, he 
was certain of being na success, 
Moat of America’s preat men had 
started from a very lowly state 
in Society, a thing which was, 
perhaps, not possible in the 
countries from whom comes the 
foreign indictment of America. 

Then they were. accuncd ‘of 
being standardised, while their 
women were quoted as just making 
fools of the men and running the 
country. Thia was ridiculous. 
What. America had done was to 
recognise the equality of women, 
so that they could assume — res- 
ponsibllitles. 

Further they were indicted with 
being self-centred, narrow and 
insolent. This had been thrown 
up at them at every opportunity, 
but the iden was killed 100 yenrs 
ago. If they began to realise how 
dependant America wns on the 
reat of the world, they would soon 
appreciate that she was not, ant 
could not be, self-centred.
